enon, alleged to have been witnessed yes-
terday mornins by uvo laboring men asthey were on their way to work. S. K.Boydston is not a believer in dreams. He
Is sober, industrious and truthful, and isnot given to sensations. Yesterday morn-
ing at 6 o'clock he started for the river,
going out the boulevard, and when on an
eminence, ie looked up and says he sawa strange sight which he will never for-
get, and which hurried him back to town.
In the northeast there was a low hang-
ing cloud skirting the horizon. Suddenly
It took on a golden tint. This light was
undoubtedly due to the rays of light from
the sun, and Boydston says he would have

no more than passing attention to it
had he not witnessed a more wonderful
bight. The form of a soldier was clearly
outlined in the cloud. His coat was but-
toned up; and with arm extended .he was
pointing towards the southcasL Only the
form of the soldier pictured in the sky
was visible at this time. Boydston states
that this reflection remained some min-
utes, and was as clearly outlined as if the
soldier had stood only a few yards dis-
tant. George Merkles, a brick molder,
caught up with Boydston, and the two
gazed at the soldier intently as they walk-
ed along. Both saw and both wondered.

Then the form of the soldier dissolved
from view and another reflection apeared,
nay the men. Jt was a river. Floating on
the water was a raft. On this raft was alarge cannon pointed in the same directionas that of the soldier form witnessed enli-
st few seconds before.

Behind the cannon was a soldier sight-ing the weapon. This reflection remainedonly a short time, but Boydston states hethought it was an age. He had no morethan recovered from his astonishment be-
fore the letters "K. L--. Y." appeared. Theselooked to be about a foot in height andremained in reflection for some time. Thenthe fatigue cap or a soldier, very largemade its appearance. ThN fatigue cap wasblack. This soon dissolved from view.Then Boydston put back for town.

DECOY FLAG0F TRUCE.

Report of Dead XebrnNknn, Colonel
StotzenliurK, Tel Ik of Fili-

pino Treachery.
WASHINGTON, May the re-

ports of field officers in the Philippines re-
ceived at the war department attached to
General Otis' report is that of the late Col
onel John M. Stotzenburg, afterwards killed
at the head of his regiment, the First Ne-
braska. This particular report is sent for-
ward by General Hale, In explanation of
the action on February 17 at the waterworks, which the Nubraskans were guard-
ing.

A rather unusual feature in the way of
official reports is the inclusion by ColonelStotzenburg of a report from one of hissergeants named Todd, who went out on a
reconnoissance with Corporal Boynron andfour men, all of Company A, and had alight with a force of fifty natives. Thesergeant says that after his party hadgotten out three and a half miles fromMariquina. they were discovered by thenatives, who were carrying a white Hag.
Notwithstanding this Hag, the natives, run-
ning into a h use. opened lire on the Ameri-
cans. The itter halted under cover, and'linding that the natives were flanking
them, retreated. Two squads of Insurgents
were encountered, however, blocking the
line of retreat and the little force of Amer-
icans charged them with such good effect
that they scattered the party, killing andwounding three or fcur men and got
through the line, meeting the advanceguard of their own regiment coming totheir support.

Colonel Stotzenburg took up the story in
his own report and told how, arriving upon
the scene, he found 2m) insurgents strongly
Intrenched. Seeing that it was impossible
to carry the place by direct attack. Hanking
parties were tent out, and although the in-
surgents overlapped the American party
the former were driven out. They madetwo more stands, but were further driven
and their organization broken up. Their
wounded could not be taken In, but theirwounds were dressed by the Americans, a
white flag was hung over them and waterwas left.

FIGHTING FRED'S REPORT.

Flre-Entlii- K Knnsnn Otilclnlly Relnte
the Operation of the Fnmoun

.TiijlinwU Regiment.
WASHINGTON. May Gen-

eral Corbin to-d- gave out for publica-
tion the report of Colonel Frederick Fun-sto- n,

of the Twentieth Kansas regiment,
which was an appendix to the report of
Major General MacArthur. The report
deals with the operations of the Kansas
regiment from the beginning of the out-
break, February 4, until February 13,
Colonel Funston confines himself gener-
ally to a rather dry statement of the daily
events of that period.

Touching the light at Caloocan he savs
that his outposts were fired upon at 10
o'clock at night by insurgent patrols. This
had followed other attacks so the gen-
eral alarm was given and the Kansas men
advanced, assisted by part of tile Utahbattery. During the day. Major Whitman
was taken ill and returned to Manila,
where ho was at the date of the report.
Being distant from the insurgent trenches
and barricades only about 2,3tX) vards, the
lire from them was so galling tfiat an ad-
vance was imperative.

Says Colonel Funston: "I ordered acharge up the road and through the gar-
dens and bamboo thickets that Hanked
it. This charge, which I led in person, was
most gallantly made, the men firing as
they advanced. The insurgents stood until
wo were within sixty yards, when theygave way."

During the 6th, the bodies of thirty-on- e
Insurgents were found and buried.

Colonel Funston briefly describes other
actions In which his regiment participatedup to the 15th, and, in conclusion, says:

"Where everybody did so well, it is im-
possible to make distinctions, but I wishto bring to your notice the splendid con-
duct of Major Wilder S. Mctcalf, who has
been my right hand during the trying op-
erations of the past ten days."

WASHINGTON. May 23. The following

dispatch from General Otis was received
this morning at the war department:

"Manila, May 23. Adjutant General.
Washington: On 23d Inst. (Tuesday), Third
Infantry returning to Ballnag from San
Miguel were attacked morning, noon and
evening by a large force of enemy, suffer-
ing In casualties two men killed and thir
teen wounded. Enemy repulsed, leaving
upon tno uciu sixteen Kiiieu. large number
wounded and prisoners.

Yesterday enemy appeared In vicinity of
San Fernando: attacked by Kansas and
Montana regiments, which suffered slight
los. Enemy driven through rice fields,
leaving twenty-eig- ht prisoners: fifty rillcs
and other property captured: their retreat
through swamp land saved them from de
struction. Lawton returning, leaving with
MacArthur on the front regular troops to
replace volunteers."

WELL KXOWX LAWYERS FIGHT IX
OPEN COURT.

Clly Counselor Pollock and Attorney
J. A. Smith Mix It Up In Llvely

Fllshiou in Jndgc Fisch-
er's Courtroom.

Persons who meet City Counselor T. A.
Pollock, of Kansas City, Kas., to-d-

should bo cautious in asking questions
about a bright red spot which stands out
prominently on his forehead. The scity
counselor says he is not to blame for it
being there, but the spot
shows for itself, and a brother attorney, .1.

A. Smith, is perhaps the one man who is
responsible.

Yesterday afternoon Counselor Pollock
and Attorney Smith were on opposite sides
in a lawsuit which was being tried in
Judge Fischer's court in Armourdale. The
suit is one over a piano which E. V. Brown
had purchased on the Installment plan
from IX M. Baldwin & Co. Baldwin causedan attachment to be filed on the instru-
ment, and it was seized by Constable Jo-
seph Butler, and for some time has been
sitting in the courtroom. When the piano
was attached, Mrs. Elizabeth Brown,
mother of the defendant, brought a re-
plevin suit against Constable Butler and
Baldwin & Co. on the ground that she helda mortgage on the instrument.

It was during the trial of this case that
the two attorneys disagreed. Counselor
Pollock was counsel for Mrs. Brown, while
Smith represented Baldwin & Co. Both at-
torneys grew warm over an argument, and
Pollock, it is claimed, questioned the truthof a statement made by Smith in a rathershort and decisive manner. This caused
Smith to stop and glare at his opnonent,
and shortly afterward the Ho was passed.
In an instant Smith was on his feet, and
he planted his list with a dull thud against
the city counselor's forehead. This was astarter, and Pollock grabbed a chair and
would have used it, only that Mavor
Marshman. who happened to be present in
the courtroom, and Constable Butlergrabbed the men and they were parted.

It was then that Judge Fischer took ahand, and the manner in which he repri-
manded the two attorneys was a caution.It was no short curtain lecture, hut onestraight from the shoulder. He ended witha threat to fine both of them for contempt
of court, but as each one was on his feet
with an apology which appealed to thejudge they were let off without the fine,
and the case was resumed without furtherdifficulty.

"TEXAS" PHILIP PRESIDED.

Xavnl Hero Called the Third Illennlnl
V. 51. C. A- - International Con-

vention to Order.
GRAND RAPIDS. MICH., May 23.-- The

third biennial Y. M. C. A. international
convention was opened this afternoon with
500 delegates present. The afternoon ses
sion was devoted to the usual organiza
tion features and the presentation of re
ports followed by a "quiet hour" devotion
al exercises led by Rev. Mr. William A.
Guerry, of Sewanee, Tenn., chaplain of the
Univc-tsit- of the South.

At the evening session the number of
delegates was increased to 700, and the
Auditorium, the largest hall in the city,
was crowded to the doors by enthusiastic
spectators. The programme was deviledmainly to the work of the associations in
the army and navy during the past vear,
with Rear Admiral John W. Philip presid-
ing. He was introduced as the man who
commanded the battleship Texas .sister
ship of the Maine last summer,
and was received with long continued
cheers and applause, the entire audience
rising and joining in the demonstration.

The work of the association in the army
was described by Field Secretary W. M.
Millar, of Aurora, 111.; J. II. Hanks, camp
secretary at Chlckamauga; Fred B. Smith,
who recently returned from Cuba, and
others.

Admiral Philip read a letter from Presi-
dent McKinley approving tie work in the
army and navy, which was the cause of
another outbreak of applause.

Rear Admiral Hlgglnson, late commander
of the battleship Massachusetts, In the
course of his remarks, said that when
the blockading squadron returned north
from Cuba 000 sailors were given shore
leave with $71,000 In their purses, and not a
place was open to them where they would
be free from danger of being drugged and
robbed.

He said the sailor of fifty years ago was
a common laborer, but the sailor nf to-
day Is a skilled mechanic. Chaplain Steele
of the navy, the only officer who appeared
in uniform said that of sixty ves-

NEW YORK. May 23. The New York

I
believe that raping is as bad as lynching
I would rather defend a woman than a
criminal. I, for one, do not stand up for
murder."

BAILIE'S BEE IS BUZZING.

Eminent Atchison Attorney Is Ac-

cused of IVniitinf? Fusion Nom-

ination for Governor,
TOPEKA, May 23. (Special.) The latest

political story afloat is to the effect that
Bailie Waggener, of Atchison, wants the
fusion nomination for governor of Kansas
next year. Waggener was the boss of two
fusion governors and two fusion legisla-
tures. He liked that job very well. But
It sot to be a tame affair, and instead of
being boss of the outfit he wants to be
the real thing himself. He has attained
much fame in the railroad world, and as
a handler of Pop governors and Pop leg-
islatures, and now his friends say he wants
to round out his career as governor. He
Is an astute politician, and can no doubt
rally u large number of Pop legislators
from various sections of the state to lu
.support if he enters the light, lie can get
the Democratic nomination hands down.
The rub will bo to get the Pop indorse-
ment. It will depend upon the old legisla-
tors and state officers with whom he had
had dealings of sundry kinds to swing that
end of the deal. If they go back on him
he might show up their recurds on various
measures and things.

There was a time in Kansas when it
would not be safe for a railroad lawyer to
ask any favors of the Populists, especially
the honor of leading a state ticket to vic-
tory or defeat. If there had been no rail-
roads or railroad lawyers there would have
been no Pop party. But things have
changed in recent years. The railroads,
through Bailie Waggener, have been run-
ning the Pop partv. Some of tho old orig-
inal Pops may not have caught on to this
fact yet, but all those who were in Topeka
during the '07 and extra sessions of the leg-
islature knew this to be a fact. And now
"sentiment" has so changed in that organ-
ization of calamity and despair that a rail-
road lawyer can. with safety, aspire to
head its state ticket.
